Police to conduct internal review over handling of Goldberg case 

PARENTS WAIT 
FOR ANSWERS

ESSEX Police has apologised to 
the parents of children at Thorpe 
Hall School for a delay in investi¬ 
gating allegations the deputy head, 
Martin Goldberg, was secretly 
filming children in the changing 
rooms. 

A letter from Assistant Chief 
Constable Maurice Mason - on 
behalf of the chief constable - has 
been sent to all parents and officers 
are in the process of meeting par¬ 
ents of three children identified 
from images recorded. 

Mr Mason said police were still 
working to establish the full facts 
how information was dealt with 
when it was received back in 
November, 2013. 


He said: “Unfortunately this 
means we do not have all the 
answers but, whatever the reasons, 
the delay in dealing with Mr 
Goldberg's case would have caused 
families affected additional distress 
and I apologise for it. 

“This matter has been referred to 
the Independent Police Complaints 
Commission and we are awaiting 
their decision as to whether Essex 
Police involvement in this case will 
be independently investigated by 
them. 

“While the investigation is con¬ 
tinuing we are subject to restric¬ 
tions on the depth of detail that we 
can disclose, however, I firmly 
believe that parents at the school 
and the wider community should 
be provided with as full an explana¬ 
tion as I can prove at this time.” 


The letter to the families included 
details of the history of the case and 
how police dealt with the informa¬ 
tion they were handed and the fact 
that the Chief Constable of Esssex 
Police, Stephen Kavanagh had 
ordered an urgent internal review. 

The purpose of the review is to 
identify the steps required to 
address any organisational issues. 

An immediate change that has 
already happened is that officers 
carrying out intelligence will now 
conduct an additional employment 
vetting check at the front end of the 
process in order that occupation 
can be properly determined when a 
referral is handed to the force. 

Mr Mason said: “I am determined 
to establish as quickly as possible 
the full reasons for the decision not 
to progress the investigation of Mr 


Goldberg any sooner. 

“It is my initial assessment that 
the delay was a result of Mr 
Goldberg's case being considered 
as a lower risk than cases of child 
abuse by other potential offenders. 

“The need for prioritisation is 
unfortunate but necessary due to the 
large amount of work referred to the 
Police Online Investigation Team. 

“I am sorry that Essex Police did 
not react sooner to the information 
provided by the National Crime 
Agency concerning Mr Godlberg.” 

Essex Police have set up a special 
helpline for anyone concerned 
about the case.

Roundabout to 
be upgraded 


THE next steps to £4.7m upgrade 
to a major junction on the A127 
have been announced by Southend 
Council. 

The upgrade to the roundabout of 
the junction of the A127 and 
B1013, known as the Tesco round¬ 
about, will support Southend and 
Rochford council's ambition to 
create 7,380 new jobs in the area 
around Southend Airport. 

Earlier this year the council 
secured a £3.3m grant from the 
Department of Transport (DFT) 
Local Pinch Point Fund towards 
the work. The remaining cost of 
£1.4m will be met by Southend 
Council's own budget. 

Key features of the plan include 
extra lanes on the roundabout and 
its approach, the introduction of 
traffic light controls at the round¬ 
about like ones at Cuckoo Comer. 

There will also be better land¬ 
scaping including at least ten more 
trees and extra plants. 

The junction of Nestuda Way and 
St Laurence Way will also simplify 
the northbound approach to the 
roundabout. 

All of the modifications will be 
able to handle more traffic and as an 


added benefit will allegedly make it 
better for vehicles to exit from the 
Tesco side of the roundabout. 

The authority for the borough 
will soon appoint a contractor for 
the main infrastmcture work, with 
an announcement expected soon. 

Once the contractor is appointed, 
work is scheduled to start on 
Monday, October 27, and be com¬ 
pleted in the spring of next year. 

Councillor for public protection, 
waste and transport, Martin Terry, 
said the plans were brilliant news 
for Southend. Mr Terry said: 
“Developing the area round the air¬ 
port is pivotal in our plans to create 
valuable jobs and boost the local 
economy. 

“However, for these develop¬ 
ments to go ahead, we first need to 
have the highways infrastmcture in 
place to handle any increase in traf¬ 
fic. It's all about keeping the econ¬ 
omy going and the traffic flowing. 

“We listened carefully to local 
people's views during our public 
engagement over this junction. 

“This clearly highlighted the 
improvements people want to see 
and we've incorporated these into 
our final design. 


“We've already seen the differ¬ 
ence that upgrades to the junction 
at Progress Road and Cuckoo 
Comer have made. 

“This further investment by the 
Council and the Government in our 
town will help us make Southend a 
more attractive prospect for busi¬ 
ness looking to invest in the area.” 

Disruption to motorists and 
neighbouring residents and busi¬ 
nesses to a minimum but some off 
peak lane closures and delays have 
been predicted. 

There are planned lane closures 
during peak hours but they will be 
open during the weekend from mid 
November to the first week of 
January to protect Christmas trade. 

Mr Terry added: “I want to reas¬ 
sure Southend's business commu¬ 
nity that the town will very much 
be open for business throughout 
the construction works. 

“We'll also be encouraging car 
sharing and alternative forms of 
transport throughout the constmc- 
tion work and would encourage any¬ 
one who regularly uses this stretch 
of the A127 to visit our award win¬ 
ning transport site www.ideasinmo- 
tion.co.uk for inspiration.”

WALKING downstairs from the headteacher's 
office at Thorpe Hall School, Southend, was 
unsettling. Not because police had just discov¬ 
ered the former deputy head teacher Martin 
Goldberg had been secretly making videos of 
semi-naked pupils in the changing rooms. And 
not because police had waited nine months before 
questioning him about an illegal, indecent image 
of children he had bought online. 

What was so unsettling about Goldberg's 
case, was how so many people seemed to think 
a sex offender working with children was a rar¬ 
ity. It isn't. 

“How many of 'these' do you do a year?” asked 
the school's PR manager Jo Abbott, as she led me 
out of the building after my 30-minute interview 
with the headteacher. 

“Maybe two a year,” I said. 

“Really? That many?!” she replied. 

Read between the lines of the Thorpe Hall story 
and it's evidently part of something much, much 
bigger. Sex offenders getting access to our chil¬ 
dren in the digital age is something that society is 
not addressing, and until we face up to that reali¬ 
ty we can't start demanding our public agencies, 
schools and police forces are equipped and fund¬ 
ed to deal with the problem. The fact that Martin 
Goldberg was allowed to keep offending, even 
after police were tipped off, demonstrates that 
presently, they are not. 

Goldberg was a local boy. His parents still live 
nearby. He began his career at Thorpe Hall 23 
years ago and rose through the management 
ranks to become deputy head. He was a talented 
maths teacher and computer programmer. 

Thorpe Hall headteacher Andrew Hampton 
described Goldberg as 'our systems man'. He ran 
the IT side of management systems and managed 
the school's two in-house technicians. 

It's clear now that the combination of Goldberg's 
access to children and his tech-sawy knowledge 
helped him go undetected for decades. 


His fate should have been sealed when 
Canadian police passed on his details to UK 
police as one of several alleged paedophiles buy¬ 
ing illegal videos and images from a Canadian 
company in 2012. But the UK systems are failing 
from overload. 

Goldberg's details were sent to the the UK’s 
Child Exploitation On-Line Protection (CEOP) 
centre in July, 2012. 

Essex Police received his information, along 
with 34 other potential offenders, on November 
26, 2013. 

The Essex Police On-Line Investigation Team 
(POLIT) didn't investigate all the images, but 
those that it did view - including those bought by 
Goldberg - were considered to be 'not illegal'. 
Goldberg's delayed case was reviewed on January 
3, 2014. Essex Police had four invoices of video 
purchases he made in about 2005. The review 
revealed one video was illegal. 

This finding should have triggered an immedi¬ 
ate investigation into Goldberg, but it didn't. 

The Goldberg case was still judged by police 
to be a 'lower risk investigation', because other 
child offenders were 'more serious' and needed 
prioritising. 

This delay - whether Goldberg was known to be 
a child worker or not - is the elephant in the room. 

An individual buying illegal pom was left in the 
community while investigators prioritised 'more 
serious offenders'. 

Goldberg’s case was not allocated to a POLIT 
officer for investigation until September 3, 2014 
- eight months after police were made aware of 
illegal activity around children. Employment 
checks on Wednesday, September 9, revealed he 
was a teacher. 

Officers made an immediate application to 
Basildon Magistrates' Court for a search warrant of 
his house at Dalwood, in Shoebury. Justices refused 
the warrant, almost certainly because police had 
classified the case back in January as 'low risk', 
because it only involved one illegal video in 2005. 
Magistrates would have likely asked if police had 
any 'new' information to justify the warrant. When 
they said not, the warrant was reftised. 

Detectives visited Goldberg at his home that 


day to request access to his computer equipment. 
He reftised them access and officers decided 
there were no grounds to arrest him. 

It is not clear what officers said to Goldberg as 
they left. But it is possible he did not know a 
search warrant had already been declined and he 
suspected police would be back to search. 

Over the hours that followed he made failed 
attempts to burn and destroy all evidence linking 
him with child abuse and filming. 

Goldberg failed to show up for work the next 
day: Wednesday, September 10. It was uncharac¬ 
teristic for him not to phone or email headteacher 
Andrew Hampton. There was an immediate staff 
briefing. Colleagues said they were worried. But 
although they suspected something was wrong, 
they thought it might be work-related. 

“He had been stressed because of a particular¬ 
ly heavy work load,” said Mr Hampton. “So a 
couple of members of staff, who were free that 
morning, suggested they would go round to his 
house. I said, 'Yes, do go round, and let me know 
what's going on'." 

Mr Hampton received a call from the staff 
about 9.50am saying there was a problem. 

He drove immediately to Goldberg's home. He 
was met by a policeman who pulled him to one 
side. This would be the first time Mr Hampton 
was told Goldberg was under POLIT investiga¬ 
tion. Still at that stage, 'a low level investigation'. 

“We were a school that had been turned upside 
down at that point,” said Mr Hampton. “We were 
a school absolutely in shock. We didn't close. I 
got through that day by being busy. How else 
could you get through that? The Wednesday and 
Thursday were really just a blur. Keeping busy.” 

On Thursday, he went to see Goldberg's parents, 
to 'reassure them'; to tell them what he knew. To 
empathise. 

“It was a cathartic, sharing moment,” he said. “I 
think that was help for both of us really. I knew 
Howard (father) because he was a golfer.” 

By Friday, there had been little feedback from 
police on the exact nature of the investigation. At 
this stage it was still considered to be a 'low level 
allegation', no more than legal photos down¬ 
loaded online. Mr Hampton decided to hold an 


assembly and read a eulogy to his old friend. 

He described Goldberg - the man he regularly 
played golf at the nearby Garons Park Golf Club 
- as 'intelligent and determined, with lots of 
excellent energy'. 

“The reason I did that was, at that point, my 
information was that this was a very low level 
police investigation, and that he was going to deny 
it,” said Mr Hampton. “It was only an allegation, 
and it was not proven. And at that point I felt, 'this 
is what I feel about the guy'; I very much hoped 
that the future investigation wouldn't turn out to be 
anything horrible, and so I felt very confident in 
releasing that eulogy to local newspapers. 

“He was intelligent, very determined, he had 
excellent energy. He could work long hours and 
above all he was interested in innovating in 
school to provide exciting and new and different 
things for the students to do. 

“One or two people have asked me why I put 
out the eulogy. But it was ritualistic moment. It 
helps people to come to term with things.” 

I asked Hampton about 'the other' Goldberg; the 
man Mr Hampton had described as having 
betrayed the school while living a double life. 

“I don't want to go there,” he said. That's delv¬ 
ing into that other side of his life and I don't want 
to think about that really.” 

More than a week passed after the assembly 
before police told Mr Hampton the full extent of 
Goldberg's offending. By now they had searched 
his house and seized covert recording equipment. 
But it still took another two weeks before they dis¬ 
closed more information to the school. 

Emergency meetings were held between teach¬ 
ing staff, Southend social services, child protec¬ 
tion, and police. 

A decision was taken on how best to break the 
news to the families whose children may have 
been identified in Goldberg's illicit recordings. 
Families were briefed hours before the news was 
made public on Tuesday, September 30. 

Essex Police and Southend Council held a 
press conference the same day at Southend 
police station. It lasted no more than 18 minutes. 
Senior officers and council officials repeatedly 
refused crucial answers - specifically, why they

waited more than nine months to interview 
Goldberg after receiving information that he 
may be a child offender. 

A day later more information was released 
about Goldberg's offending. Police searches after 
his death revealed 29 devices, one that had been 
burnt in a bin within the house. They also found 
an adapted rucksack with a covert camera inside, 
as well as images showing him holding this ruck¬ 
sack. More importantly, officers had discovered: 

• 7,257 indecent images of children that he 
had downloaded from the internet 

• 1,468 images (both legal and illegal) that 
appear to have been created by Goldberg 

• Of these there were 465 images depicting 
nudity that appear to have been taken or 
recorded at Southend Leisure and Tennis 
Centre swimming pool changing rooms 

• 38 images depicting nudity that appear to 
have been taken at other, yet to be identified, 
locations 

• 75 depicting nudity that appear to have been 
taken or recorded by Mr Goldberg at Thorpe 
Hall School boys’ changing rooms 

It was confirmed that Goldberg filmed chil¬ 
dren after the force had received the information 
from the National Crime Agency. 

Before leaving Mr Hampton's office on 
Thursday, I asked him how he had been person¬ 
ally affected by Goldberg's betrayal and what he 
had learned. He said: “Our focus is the chil¬ 
dren. But it's been an incredibly tough time 
personally. I can't deny that. Starting with the 
process of grieving for a close colleague and 
then realising the full weight of burden of lead¬ 
ership I was going to lead the school through. 
It's probably the nightmare scenario for most 
headteachers anywhere in the world. That's the 
one piece of news that you never want to hear. 
Other than child fatalities, it can't get any 
worse. We are all still shocked and horrified. 

“This is something that has given us all a sense 
of betrayal and disgust, but we're here for the 
kids. We're here to support them and get them 
through this, to begin that long and painful 
process of re-building trust with the parents. 

“We are now looking at a process where we 


can reinforce everything that we can to make 
this the most outstanding, safeguarding school 
in the country. We've asked ourselves over and 
over again if we could have done more. I hon¬ 
estly don't think we could. 

“We didn't have the slightest inkling that this 
man was doing what he did. Certainly from a 
policy point of view we know we could not have 
done any more.” 

The next day, Friday, October 3, Essex Police 
released a public apology to the parents of chil¬ 
dren at Thorpe Hall School for 'the delay in 
investigating' Goldberg. 

The apology came in the form of a letter from 
Assistant Chief Constable Maurice Mason, to all 
families. He said detectives were still working to 
establish all the facts about Goldberg. He said 
the Independent Police Complaints Commission 
will decide later this month whether to indepen¬ 
dently investigate the failures and delays. 

Perhaps the most important thing Mr Mason 
said came at the end. In a sense, it was an admis¬ 
sion. Not that Essex Police got it wrong, but that 
the system in place to protect our children is - 
other than human, sometimes lazy, sometimes 
flawed - severely under-resourced. 

Mr Mason said: “I am determined to establish 
as quickly as possible the full reasons for the 
decision not to progress the investigation of Mr 
Goldberg any sooner. The need for prioritisation 
is unfortunate but necessary due to the large and 
growing amount of work referred to the Police 
On-Line Investigation Team. 

“They do a very difficult job in very demand¬ 
ing circumstances and they are working flat out 
to arrest and deal with offenders against a back¬ 
drop of increasing demand.” 

Goldberg may have been a tech-sawy offend¬ 
er, but even he didn't know the full extent of the 
'demand' and pressure on the Police On-Line 
Investigation Team. If he had, he may still be 
with us. Without a warrat, and if he hadn't com¬ 
mitted suicide, no-one at Thorpe Hall School 
would have been any the wiser. That's what's so 
unsetting about his case. There are so many 
more Goldbergs. And most of them are still out 
there.

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Questions 
blocked 
at press 
conference

QUESTIONS asked at a press conference 
held to answer questions regarding the 
delays in the case surrounding Thorpe Hall 
deputy head Martin Goldberg were blocked 
by the council and police. 

The conference was held at Southend 
Police station on Tuesday, September 30, 
with Chief Superintendent Luke Collison, 
Detective Chief Inspector Lesley Ford and 
head of children's services from Southend 
Council John O'Loughlin. 

Opening the conference Mr Collison read 
a statement that had previously been 
released highlighting the case. 

He then handed over to Mr O’Loughlin 
who said the council was working closely 
with partners and the police in regards to 
the case. 

He said: “The council’s primary focus at 
this time are the children and their families 
directly involved from Thorpe Hall School 
as well as working with partner agencies to 
ensure the necessary support is available to 
the wider community.” 


Mr O'Loughlin also said the council was 
working closely with Legacy Leisure who 
run Southend Leisure and Tennis Centre, in 
Southend, where some of the images were 
recorded. 

Journalists then questioned the time scale 
of why Mr Goldberg had not been spoken 
to before, and if any offences had taken 
place in between police getting the infor¬ 
mation and officers visiting Mr Goldberg. 

Many of the questions couldn't be 
answered as the case is ongoing and subject 
to an Independent Police Complaints 
Commission investigation. 

Det Ch Insp Lord, refused to answer ques¬ 
tions regarding more people coming for¬ 
ward with regards to the investigation but 
said her team were safeguarding children. 

She said: “I think what we would like to 
do is reassure the public in terms of the 
investigation taking place and our primary 
concern is to ensure the safeguarding of 
any person affected by this investigation 
and we would certainly seek members of 
the public, children and families, who are 
affected by this, to come forward and speak 
to us.”

Refusal to 
release info 
Drompts

EXCLUSIVE 


ESSEX Council has refused to release informa¬ 
tion about children at risk of sexual exploitation. 

Civil servants withheld basic details of cases 
involving possible sex abuse, forcing the Yellow 
Advertiser to take legal action under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

The refusal means the information will be 
withheld for another 20 working days. 

County Hall admitted late last month that 
between December 9, 2013, and July 16, 2014, a 
total of total of 213 under-18s were reported to 
Essex Council as being at risk of 'child sexual 
exploitation'. 

Essex Council released that figure following a 
previous request by the press under the Freedom 
of Information Act. 

The YA asked Essex Council's press office for 
further basic details about the cases. 

We asked how many of the youngsters had 
since been visited by Government agencies, how 
many were taken into care, how many were still 
considered 'at risk' and how many have so far 
received zero intervention. 

The press office told the YA that the questions 
would have to be submitted as formal requests 
under the act before the authority would answer 
them. 

The YA commenced legal action under the act 
on the same day.

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Council destroyed 
list of those who 
may pose a risk

IF MARTIN Goldberg had not com¬ 
mitted suicide, he may never have 
been caught. 

Basildon Magistrates refused a 
search warrant. Essex Police said 
evidence of a single illegal video he 
bought online in 2005 was not 
enough to arrest him. Goldberg 
refused to allow detectives to search 
his home. His employers at Thorpe 
Hall School may have never been 
told. But it wasn’t always this way. 

Up until six years ago, Southend 
Council kept an ‘informal register’ 
known as List 98. On it were names 
of people - like Goldberg - who may 
pose a risk to children. It was kept 
when a conviction was not possible 


due to a technicality or lack of evi¬ 
dence. Names would not usually 
appear on Criminal Records Bureau 
or disclosure and barring checks. 

The Yellow Advertiser asked the 
council if Goldberg ever appeared on 
List 98. This is its reply. “List 98 no 
longer exists, and indeed was never 
used by Southend-on-Sea Borough 
Council. Around five years ago and 
as part of a review of our employ¬ 
ment procedures, and in light of the 
Human Rights Act and Data 
Protection rules, it was decided that 
the list should be destroyed. 

“It was an obsolete unused docu¬ 
ment that was no longer valid as 
national vetting and employment 
processes improved. In order to 
ensure that children and young peo¬ 


ple in our care are properly protected, 
the council carries out pre-employ¬ 
ment checks. 

“List 98 was a register held by 
Essex County Council and contained 
names of former employees who had 
caused concern for any number of 
reasons and about whom further 
information was held which was then 
shared with recruiting 

managers/headteachers before a 
decision to appoint was made. 

“It was not a formal list that pre¬ 
vented employment in the way that 
List 99 (administered by the DfE) 
does. The criterion for including 
names on this list was determined by 
the county council and decisions to 
place individuals on it were taken by 
them prior to April 1, 1998.” 


‘Delays not down to

ESSEX police and crime 
commissioner Nick Alston 
has backed procedure 
changes when investigat¬ 
ing alleged child sex 
offenders. 

Officers gathering intel¬ 
ligence on cases will now 
take out an additional 
employment check at the 
start of the investigation.

Mr Alston said the inves¬ 
tigation had been made 
more difficult because ‘the 
vast block of images were 
not illegal’. 

He said: “Essex Police 
did do an employment 
check and when they 
found out his occupation 
they approached a magis-

“We asked the magistrate 
to make the judgement and 
I agree with the decision 
because the images were 
old and not all of them 
were illegal. Officers still 
went and spoke to him on 
the same day.” 

Mr Alston denied there 
was a resourcing problem 
linked to the delay in the 
investigation. 

He said: “With an

puters for crime of many 
natures there will be more 
policing to be tackled in 
that area, but it will not get 
in the way of police inves¬ 
tigating any crimes. 

“In the case of Mr 
Goldberg’s case it was not 
resourcing, the officers 
actions were to act quickly 
and carefully at what may 
have been a sensitive 
issue.” 
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Force facing 
IPCC probe 

THE Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) is investigating why 
Essex Police took a month to 
arrest a man for breaches of a 
restraining order and why 
officers did not take action 
sooner. 

A woman in Southend told 
police on May 27 the man 
breached the restraining order 
by contacting her on social 
media and visiting her home. 

On June 26 the woman 
reported another breach of the 
order to the police. 

The man was arrested later 
that day and charged with a 
number of offences. 

The IPCC began an inde¬ 
pendent investigation follow¬ 
ing a referral from the force. 

The investigation is looking 
at why the force’s response to 
the woman’s report in May 
and other investigations, 
including any delay in arrest¬ 
ing the man for the breaches. 

It is also examining whether 
any risk assessment or victim 
protection measures were put 
in place after receiving the 
report, and whether officers 
complied with Essex Police 
and national policies relating 
to harassment and domestic 
violence. 

IPCC commissioner Mary 
Cuneen said the investigators 
have met with the woman to 
explain their role in the inves¬ 
tigation. 

She said: “The investigation 
will be looking at whether 
officers complied with rele¬ 
vant policies and guidelines.”

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A NEW clinic dealing with patients 
suffering from the effects of carpal 
tunnel syndrome (CTS) has opened 
in Westcliff 

The Tollgate Clinic Community 
Surgical Services in North Road 
will hold a specialist clinic every 
four weeks and patients can have an 
operation to help the condition 
within eight weeks. 

The main symptoms of CTS are a 
numbness or tingling, pins and nee¬ 
dles or occasional sharp pains in the 
thumb, index finger or middle fin¬ 
ger, caused by a nerve being com¬ 
pressed as it passes through a tunnel 
in the wrist containing the tendons. 

Sufferers can become clumsy due 
to a lack of feeling in their hands. 

The condition can be treated with 
splints, steroid injections or in 
severe cases with minor surgery. 


General manager Harvey Newman 
said: “We see our role as partnering 
the NHS in providing a high standard 
of care to our patients. 

“This is done through a speedy, 
efficient and friendly service, 
reducing the pressure on both the 
acute services and patients who 
have their minor surgery or diag¬ 
nostic at a time and place of their 
convenience.” 

Lead clinician Dr Laurel Spooner 
said: “We decide how severe the 
carpal tunnel is. All procedures in 
this clinic are performed under 
local anaesthetic, so in general the 
patient will be at the clinic for less 
than half an hour.” 

Patients are then given a 24-hour 
number to call in case they have 
questions and their GPs are kept 
informed.

C HRIS Martin - no, not that one - is 
exploring his own ooping meohanisms 
in his new stand-up show, 
Responsibilliness, whioh oomes to the Palaoe 
Theatre's Dixon Studio this week. 

With his style maturing, having so far per¬ 
formed to more than 100,000 people, Chris 
deoided to up stioks and move home and 
now the oomedian's world has ohanged dra- 
matioally. 

He is now lapping up the life of luxury, hav¬ 
ing moved into his parents' shed. 

"Yes, it's a nioe shed, but it's still a shed," 
says Chris. 

His quiok-witted stand-up show explores 
his ooping meohanisms on living in his new 
found abode and sees him delve into the 
wonders of his mind through an hilariously 
quirky observational show that inoludes 
everything from his refleotions about hair, to 
his musing about karaoke and kissing. 

Chris says he is "very exoited" about doing 
his first national tour, adding: "Getting to 
mess around for a oouple of hours in front of 
people is a privilege.

And why is it oalled Responsibilliness you 
might ask? Chris sheds some light by say¬ 
ing it's "beoause I'm supposed to beoome 
more responsible but oannot fight my silly 
tendenoies." 

As a stand-up, Chris has performed all over 
the world inoluding Dubai and New Zealand 
and has enjoyed sell-out shows at the 
Edinburgh Festival Fringe in 2013, as well as 
appearanoes supporting Jaok Whitehall, 
Russell Kane and more reoently, Milton 
Jones, on tour. 

Alongside all this Chris's various television 
oredits inolude appearanoes on ITV2's Fake 
Reaotion and Dave’s One Night Stand on 
Dave, as well as radio oredits suoh as featur¬ 
ing on the panel show Fighting Talk on BBC 
Radio 5 Live, performing on Comedy on The 
Boat on BBC Radio 4 Extra and a guest 
appearanoe on Hawksbee and Jaoobs, and 
Matt Forde on talkSPORT.

A matter of 
life or death 


THE MAZE RUNNER 
(12A, 113 mins) 


B ased on the best¬ 
selling novel by James 
Dashner, The Maze 
Runner is a testosterone- 
fuelled survival thriller east 
from the same robust mould 
as The Hunger Games and 
Divergent. 

Like those dystopian 
nightmares, Wes Ball's film 
oentres on naive charaeters, 
teetering on the ousp of 
adulthood, who are foroed 
to make stark ohoioes 
between life and death to 
secure freedom. 

Only here, adolescent 
males are trapped in the 
moral mire and forced to 
establish a microcosm of 
self-governing society a la 
Lord of The Flies in which 
the strongest take charge 
and the meek keep their 
heads down. 

While The Hunger Games 
and Divergent expended 
valuable time establishing 
character backstories and 
motivations, this opening 
salvo of The Maze Runner 
employs a nifty cheat: 
amnesia. 

All of the protagonists are 
stripped bare of memories 
including their identity, 
emerging from the darkness 
of a lift shaft into an 
enclosed green space 


called The Glade as blank 
slates. 

"I can't remember any¬ 
thing," whimpers newbie 
Thomas (Dylan O'Brien). 

"You get your name back 
in a day or two. It's the one 
thing they let us keep," 
explains Alby (Ami Ameen), 
the de facto leader, who 
emerged into this strange 
prison three years ago. 

Gargantuan walls enclose 
The Glade and every morn¬ 
ing, one wall parts to reveal 
a maze which 'runners' like 
Minho (Ki Hong Lee) map 
while avoiding hideous 
denizens called Grievers in 
the vain hope of finding an 
exit. 

The runners must return 
before dusk when the wall 
closes and the maze recon¬ 
figures. 

Having plucked his name 
from the fog of his mind, 
Thomas forges friendships 
with Alby, second-in-com¬ 
mand Newt (Thomas 
Brodie-Sangster) and runt of 
the litter Chuck (Blake 
Cooper), but falls foul of 
brutish rival Gaily (Will 
Poulter). 

Out of the blue, a girl 
called Teresa (Kaya 
Scodelario) emerges from 
the lift. 

She woozily claims to 
know Thomas and paranoia 
runs rampant. 


For the opening hour. The 
Maze Runner is lean and 
taut, rattling along at break¬ 
neck speed to the beat of 
composer John Paesano's 
propulsive score. 

The threat of bloodshed 
hangs in the air but it's only 
when Thomas strays into 
the labyrinth that the film 
unveils a surprisingly nasty 
streak, despatching the 
good-looking cast in a 
shockingly cold, clinical 
fashion. 

Director Ball doesn't suc¬ 
cumb to squeamishness or 
sentimentality; death comes 
quickly and gruesomely, and 
the strongest, most noble 
and endearing characters 
are prime fodder for the 
rampaging Grievers. 

The film earns its 12A cer¬ 
tificate without flinching. 

O'Brien and Ameen 
anchor the young ensemble 
with fine performances, with 
sterling support from Lee, 
Brodie-Sangster and 
Poulter, the latter fleshing 
out his punishment-fixated 
bully with aplomb. 

Scodelario is noticeably 
short-changed but presum¬ 
ably, she will play a pivotal 
role - from beyond the 
grave or in the flesh - in 
next year's fleet-footed 
sequel. The Scorch Trials.

Despite the spoon incident his career has 
gone from strength to strength since pluck¬ 
ing up the courage to try out stand-up. 

Chris adds: “I used to love watching it as a 
teenager, then one day I got the nerve to try 
it above a pub. It went not terribly so I've 
kept on doing it.” 

Apart from finding people expecting him to 
be funny all the time “a small trade-off for 


being able to wake up at midday”, what's 
Chris' future plans in comedy? 

“Carry on writing the new show for next 
year in my shed,” he says.

art exhibition at Thameside 



Special 

R enowned wildlife painter, 
Terence Lambert, will be at 
Thameside Nature Park from 
Friday with a special exhibition. 

The artist, whose work has 
appeared in more than 40 publica¬ 
tions to date, is putting on a spe¬ 
cial autumn exhibition at the 
Thurrock nature park from Friday, 
October 10, to Sunday, October 
19, to show people how he pro¬ 
duces his amazing illustration and 
give demonstrations to local 
schools and clubs. 

The exhibition runs from 10am to 
3pm each day and the visit will 
also give Terence the opportunity 
to explore some of the species he 
hasn't studied for many years, as 
the reserve is a magnet for a range 
of different birds. 

Terence, whose love of art and 
wildlife began when he grew up in 
the Surrey countryside, studied at 
Guildford School of Art and has 
painted birds almost exclusively for 
the past 30 years, including illus¬ 
trating the British list three times 
for various publications. 

While commissioned projects 
over the years have taken him to 
some of the world's most exciting 
countries and locations, such as 
climbing in the Himalayas and 
walking the deserts of Oman, the 


inspiration for much of his work 
comes from the mid-Wales land¬ 
scape where he lives, just half an 
hour drive from coastal, estuary, 
mountain and moorland locations. 

Terence's exhibition will be 
housed in the nature park's stun¬ 
ning and innovative visitor centre, 
which boasts fantastic views over 
Mucking Flats as well as the 
Thames Estuary, thanks the vast 
windows in its observation room 
and its rooftop viewing area that 
can be reached by making your 
way along a walkway that runs 
around the outside of the building. 

The visitor centre and nature park 
occupy a former landfill site that is 
being transformed into a living land¬ 
scape by Essex Wildlife Trust. It is 
the biggest project the trust has 
ever delivered as the current 120- 
acre site will be eventually extended 
to cover an area of 845 acres 
boasting 12 miles of new footpaths, 
bridleways and cycle paths. 

As well as being an outstanding 
habitat for coastal and wetland 
wildlife when it's complete, the 
site will also hopefully be home to 
grazing animals, possibly Exmoor 


ponies. 

Today the site is an avian hotspot 
and there are already international¬ 
ly important numbers of ringed 
plover and avocets and nationally 
important numbers of grey plover, 
dunlin, godwit and redshank, it is 
also important for many other 
species including barn owls, water 
voles, harvest mice, skylark, but¬ 
terflies and invertebrates. 

Other up-and-coming events at 
Thameside Nature Park include 
spooky crafts days from 10am to 
3pm on Monday, October 27, and 
Wednesday, October 29, where 


you can create Halloween acces¬ 
sories for your home; an owl night 
on Tuesday, October 28, from 7 to 
9pm, when you can hear a short 
presentation from Owlwise and get 
the chance to get up close to owls 
and see them fly around the cen¬ 
tre; a mucking mysterious tour 
from 8 to 10pm on Wednesday, 
October 29, when those aged 14 
and over can can join a walk in the 
dark, learn about the history of 
mucking and hear some creepy 
tales along the way; and a creepy 
crawly ball for children from 6 to 
8pm on Thursday, October 30, 


when youngsters can turn up in 
their scariest fancy dress cos¬ 
tumes and enjoy some Halloween 
fun and games. 

The spooky craft days, the 
mucking mysterious tour and the 
creepy crawly ball cost a suggest¬ 
ed donation of £5 per person, 
while the owl night costs £6 per 
person, and all events need to be 
booked by calling 01375 643342.

Q. Can you explain why there is so much 
inconsistency in the published house price 
figures? 

A. I’ll try! 

Basically, there are several sources of house price 
data for the UK, the main ones being the Land 
Registry, the Office of National Statistics (ONS), the 
Halifax and Nationwide building societies, and the property portal Rightmove. 

Nowhere is the inconsistency you mention more dramatic that between the two “official” sets 
of figures, compiled by the ONS and the Land Registry. Take the most recent ones, covering 
the year to July. According to the ONS, average house prices rose 11.7% during this period 
to stand at £272,000. The Land Registry, on the other hand, put average prices at £175,653 

- very nearly £100,000 lower. Similar, though less striking, discrepancies exist elsewhere too. 
Why? Well, partly because the various indices are actually measuring different things. The 
ONS reports, for example, are based on mortgage lending data for the whole of the UK, while 
the Land Registry index is based on a complete register of all residential sales - but, only in 
England and Wales. Moreover, for reasons best known to itself, the Land Registry also 
excludes all new-build sales! 

Similarly, Rightmove tracks sellers’ asking prices, not actual selling prices. As a result, it tends 
to be more volatile than other indices, rising and falling relatively rapidly in line with changing 
market sentiment. 

Finally, the Nationwide and Haifax base their calculations on their own mortgage activity - 
which, needless to say, automatically excludes all cash transactions! 

The other main reason for discrepancies between the various indices lies in the different 
approaches they each take to tackling the one big problem with all house price data: the only 
figures available are those relating to properties that are actually sold in a given period - which 
may (or may not) be representative of the national housing stock as a whole. For example, 
what do you do if more first time buyer properties just happen to be sold in one month, and 
more moated manor houses the next? You can’t simply announce that “average prices” have 
shot up from £150,000 to £2 million! So, the raw house price data has to be “mix-adjusted” 
(to use statisticians’ jargon) to take account of such variables. And each index uses its own 
formula to do this. 

So, how to make sense of it all? Easy: just ignore all the figures quoted in the national press 

- and ask your friendly local estate agent instead!

4. the number and type of occupants in the property 

5. the length of the tenant’s occupancy 

We'd say that there several points to make in addition to this very 
helpful guidance. Generally, you’re not going to be able to claim for 
the full cost of replacing an item but merely a contribution towards 
its repair or replacement. Secondly, the t/pe of tenant you have taken 
on makes a difference. So, if you’ve let the property to parents with 
kids or students, people with pets or smokers and that was 
recognized in the agreement, then you can’t penalize tenants for 
behaving as anyone would reasonably expect them to.

SOUTHEND United’s irritating More- 
cambe bogey struck once again as the 
Lancashire outfit extended their unbeat¬ 
en Sky Bet League Two sequence to 
nin e games over their Essex rivals, and 
ffustratingly ended the Blues recent 
winning streak in the process. 

Southend have been in decent form 
of late, recording four wins from as 
many matches going in to this 
encounter. But, promotion rivals 
Morecambe have held the Indian sign 
over the South Essex outfit, winning 
seven of the eight league encounters 
between the clubs. 

That record was not all that concerned 
the Roots Hall faithful. Talk around the 
stands centred upon Bolton’s apparent 
interest in manager Phil Brown follow¬ 
ing the dismissal of former Blues strik¬ 
er Dougie Freedman. 

But for now at least. Brown's focus 
was on Southend. Unsurprisingly, he 
selected the same starting eleven that 


had shown such resolve against 
Shrewsbury Town a week previous. 

But on a wet afternoon it was More¬ 
cambe who made the quicker start, and 
within five minutes they were 
ahead. Adam Thompson was caught out 
by a long ball forward and Jack Red- 
shaw beat Blues keeper Daniel Bentley 
with a neat volley from 12 yards. 

Southend looked for an immediate 
response, Connor Clifford's effort beat 
Morecambe keeper Barry Roche but 
cannoned back off the face of the bar, 
already the agitated home support 
was anxious that the Shrimp hoodoo 
was showing its face once again. 

Blues seemed distinctly off-colour, 
with the visitors looking the more com¬ 
posed and comfortable outfit. 

In fact, they could have fallen fur¬ 
ther behind. Redshaw reacted the 
quickest to a mistake from Luke 
Prosser, but Bentley produced a fan¬ 
tastic one-handed save before 
Thompson completed the clearance. 

Southend had shown very little in the 
way of a viable goal threat, but indicat¬ 
ed signs of rallying when Jack Payne 
fired into Roche's midriff. Soon after 


Shaquile Coulthirst should have done 
better, heading straight at Roche after 
great build-up play from John White 
and Kevan Hurst. 

Roche continued to frustrate 
Southend. Myles Weston's deflected 
shot was smothered by the busy 
Shrimps keeper, then he was in the 
thick of the action again, denying 
both Coulthirst and Hurst in quick 
succession as Blues turned the screw. 

Roche seemed to be enjoying his 
afternoon. The busy keeper did well to 
claw Weston's hanging centre over, and 
as the half drew to a close their mood 
wasn't helped as Coulthirst's low strike 
across goal was fingers past an upright 
as the visitors’ keeper staked his claim 
for man of the match. 

When the teams re-emerged it was 
Morecambe who were first to threaten. 
Gary Deegan was in the right place to 
clear after Paul Mullin found room for 
a goalwards attempt, while at the other 
end, Weston curled disappointingly 
wide from the edge of the box. 

The game became stretched and 
scrappy as Blues probed fruitlessly. 
Their efforts weren't aided by More- 


cambe's ugly, yet effective, attempts 
to break up the pattern of play. 

Hurst pulled an effort horribly wide 
after Payne had fashioned the chance, 
but the crowd were briefly on their 
feet believing Coulthirst had levelled 
the score, only for his low drive to go 
agonisingly wide. 

As the rain continued to fall. More¬ 
cambe came close to doubling their 
advantage, Jamie Devitt's centre was 
met by Redshaw, but Bentley turned 
aside to keep the Blues in contention. 

Deegan struck high and wide after 
a sustained period of Blues pressure, 
while Binnom-Williams shot was 
deflected wide. But Morecambe 
should have finished the contest 
when substitute Andy Fleming found 
himself in the clear but fired wide of 
the target. 

With time running out, Hurst sent 
over a delicious centre, but no one in 
a Southend shirt was on hand to ben¬ 
efit, while Bentley produced another 
smart save to thwart Kevin Ellison. 

After the game. Blues boss Phil 
Brown said: “It was a frustrating day. 
The chances we had in the first half- 
we should have won the game.” 

Brown added: “If you’d said you’d 
have given me 12 points from 15 then 
I would have taken that. We lacked a 
bit of guile and nous today.” 

Meanwhile, Blues midfielder 
Kevan Hurst said: We threw the 
kitchen sink at them and we've got to 
finish the chances we've created.” 

Southend United will look for an 
immediate return to winning ways 
when they visit Luton Town in Sky 
Bet League Two, on Saturday.

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Roundabout upgrade paves 
way for over 7,000 jobs 


Southend-on-Sea Borough Council 
has set out the next steps in its 
project to upgrade a major junction 
on the A127. 

The £4.7m upgrade of the roundabout 
on the junction of the A127 and B1013, 
known locally as the Tesco 
Roundabout, will support Southend- 


on-Sea Borough Council’s and 
Rochford District Council’s ambitions 
to create 7,380 new jobs in the area 
around London Southend Airport over 
the next 15 years. 

Contractor, Lafarge Tarmac, has been 
appointed to carry out the work, which 
involves adding extra lanes onto the 
roundabout and its approaches. Work 


is scheduled to start on 27 October 
and end in Spring 2015. 

Southend-on-Sea Borough Council is 
committed to keeping disruption to 
residents, businesses and motorists to 
a minimum. We’ve produced this fea¬ 
ture so that you can see what we are 
doing and where and when we are 
working.

Earlier this year, Southend-on-Sea Borough 
Councii secured a £3.3m grant from the 
Department for Transport (DfT)’s Locai Pinch 
Point Fund towards this work. The remainder 
of the project cost (£1.4m) wiii be met by 
Councii’s capitai budget. 

Counciilor Martin Terry, Executive Counciiior for 
Public Protection, Waste and Transport hailed 
the plans as “brilliant news for Southend”. 

He said: “Developing the area around the air¬ 
port is pivotal in our plans to create valuable 
jobs and boost the local economy. 

“However, for these developments to go 
ahead, we first need to have the highways 
infrastructure in place to handle any increase in 
traffic. It’s all about keeping the economy 
growing and the traffic flowing. 

“We listened carefully to local people’s views 
during our public engagement over this junc¬ 
tion. This clearly highlighted the improvements 
people want to see and we’ve incorporated 
these into our final design. 

“We’ve already seen the difference that 
upgrades to the junctions at Progress Road 
and Cuckoo Corner have made. This further 
investment by the Council and the Government 
in our town will help us make Southend a more 
attractive prospect for residents, visitors 
and businesses.

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What next? 

Works to ease traffic on other areas of the A127 are also in the pipeline. Southend-on-Sea Borough Council, along 
with with Essex County Council, have secured over £35m of Central Government funding for the A127 to deliver a 
number of transport projects along this major approach to the town, helping to boost the local economy. 

Once the work at the Tesco Roundabout is complete, Southend-on-Sea Borough Council’s transport team will look 
at how improvements at the junctions at Kent Elms and The Bell can be made to reduce congestion and delays. 
Key to this for Kent Elms will be measures to extend the right-turn lane, which stacks back at peak times, and 
replacing the stepped footbridge with a new pedestrian crossing. The latter will help improve access between the 
two communities either side of the A127 and make the Health Centre far more accessible. 

This work will help to keep traffic flowing across the Borough and will make Southend a more attractive prospect 
for residents, visitors and businesses. Further information about works at the Bell will follow.
